The City 1s interested in entering into a partnership with the Lower Colorado River Authority to promote the Water
1Q water awareness campaign in the Austin water service area Originally created by the Texas Water Development
Board, the Water IQ campaign promotes general water awareness and knowledge of water sources as a method of
encouraging customers to consider water conservation

The broader scope of the Water 1Q campaign will augment the City’s existing program-specific marketing efforts
and educational programs, aiding in the City’'s goal of reducing water consumption by 1% annually over the next
10 years

This Interlocal Agreement with LCRA will commut $100,000 i Utility funds to the Water IQ campaign, $10,000 to
reimburse LCRA for expenses relating to adding the City’s logo to campaign matenals, and ancther $90,000 to be
spent by the City in public education activities and medta placements In addition, the Austin Water Utility will
provide in-kind contributions to the Water 1Q campaign valued at $244,500

The Utility and LCRA water conservation and communications staff will be meeting regularly to develop and
implement a coordinated campaign
